The wreck occurred an hour and 40 
minutes after the conclave visitors, 
forming a merry party, had left, Santa 
Barbara, where they had spent all the 
morning sightseeing. The locomotive in 
leaving the rails tore up the track, 
twisting the huge steel rails into fish 
hooks. 
The baggage car half bruied 
itself in the sand on the right side of 
the locomotive. It was smashed almost 
Into kindling wood. 


The dining car, in which were 31 per­ 
sons eating luncheon, leaped Into the 
air and fell directly on the demol­ 
ished locomotive. 
Nearly every per­ 
son In the dining car was instantly 
killed. 
Scores were scalded by steam 
escaping from disconnected pipes. The 
rear coaches rushed on the first wreck­ 
age, jamming it on those who might 
otherwise have escaped. 
Several, pin­ 
ioned in 
the 
debris, were 
roasted 
alive. 


A last call for luncheon had just 
suonded only a few minutes before the 
disaster. 


Rajah Temple, of Reading, Pa., oc­ 
cupied the last car on the train, and 
Rajah Shrlners were the last ones to 
go forward to the dining car. 
The 
car was thus filled almost entirely 
with Reading people when the wreck 
occurred. 


An instant after the smash the In­ 
jured jumped from the train to render 
aid, but they were unable to do much 
besides extinguish the fire, and they 
had to await long hours before relief 
arrived. 


Frightened women, peering through 
the windows of the undamaged sleep­ 
ing cars, fainted when they saw the 
bodies of their friends strewn along 
the roadside, blood from the wounds 
staining the sand drifts all about. Men 
who tolled hard at the task or rescue 
collapsed. 


Mrs. John W. Cutler, of Bingham­ 
ton, N. Y., was )n the baggage car at 
the time of the crash to rearrange her 
trunk. 
Her body was driven through 
(he floor and the wrecked car had to 
be jacked up before the body could be 
released. 


George Hagenman, of Reading, Pa., 
refused the aid of his brother nobles 
after they had dragged him, fatally 
hurt, from the wreck. “I am dylBg,” 
Ire said; “9* help the women/' 


Sander Deabold, of Cleveland, work­ 
ed heroically, but unavailingly, to save 
the lives of two women pinioned be­ 
neath. Burrowing his way down into 
the 
smouldering, 
splintered 
wreck, 
Deabold, with a hose he had wrenched 
from a car, spouted water from an ad­ 
jacent 
tank 
and 
extinguished 
the 
flames. 
He then reached down and, 


after cutting away the broken timber* 
that held her feet, took Mrs. W illia» 
W. Essick, of Reading, from the ruins 
She was begging pieously for reliei 
when Deabold reached her. 
As he 
lifted her from the wreckage a stream 
of boiling water poured over her, and 
the women passengers sought to re­ 
move her outer garments, but fainted 
when the flesh came off with the cloth­ 
ing. 
Mrs. Essick expired a few min­ 
utes later. Deabold was unable longei 
to endure the harrowing sight, 


"It was the most horrible sight I 
ever laid eyes on," he said. 
"When­ 
ever I touched her the prints of the 
fingers remained in the almost fluid 
flesh." 


A. D. Wajsson ,of Buffalo, was eat­ 
ing at a corner table, within six inches 
of the hot-water tanks. 
When the 
rescuers neared him he yelled encour­ 
agingly. 
Dragged from the range ol 
the scalding steam, he murmured: 
“Thank God,” and died. His wife and 
baby were with him, and they escaped 
injury. 


Walter M. Tyson, of Reading, Pa., 
is ill at the Potter Hotel, unnerved by 
his experiences. He faced death many 
times while dragging from the debris 
the bodies of friends. He finally col­ 
lapsed under the strain. 


It was some time after the wreck 
occurred before a word of it reached 
the outside world. As soon as one of 
the uninjured trainmen could make 
his way to the station word of the 
wreck was flashed to San Luis Obispo. 
Immediately special trains were ar­ 
ranged. 
Physicians and mirses, gath­ 
ered hurriedly, were quickly on the 
way to the wreck. 


Twenty-five bodies lay on the sand 
beside the track. 
The injured, many 
of them unconscious and dying, were 
scattered about on piles of bedding 
and plush seats, brought from the 
Pullmans. 


Dr. Ware, of Cincinnati,, who was 
the first physician to reach the scene, 
told a graphic story of the terrible 
scenes that he witnessed.

THE ELECTION THEORY. 


A New Explanation of the Nature of 


Electricity. 


In "The Election Theory" Fournier 


d'Aibe has endeavored to set forth a 
clear and popular exposition of that 
new and interesting scientific concep- 
tion, the electron, and its bearings on 
ihe sciences of electricity and magne- 
tism. "\Ve all know," says the writer, 
"that electricity is a kind of subtle 
fluid consisting of electrons, or very 
E>tt. 


small corpuscles, some 30,000 times 
smaller than the atoms of ordinary 
matter." 
All electric and magnetic 


phenomena are now to be expressed 
in terms of the distribution and mo- 
tions of these elections. The electron 
is said to be a centre of force mov- 
ing swiftly in the vacuum tube, slo-.v- 
iy along a current-bearing wire, and 
surging to and fro in the aUernating 
current. Electrons emit waves across 
space into the receiver in wireless 
telegraphy, and move in orbits round 
the atoms of ordinary matter. 
An 


atom so accompanied is negatively 
charged. In the electrolytic cell, for 
example, where hydrochloric acid is 
split up into hydrogen and chlorine, 
each atom of the latter has an electron 
associated with it. By virtue of this it 
is ' negatively electrified, and repels 
every other atom so charged. 


Electricity is connected with ordin- 


ary matter," and the electron theory 
with the atomic, as follows: The elec- 
tron displaces the atom as the physical 
unit, or smallest particle that can ex- 
ist, for the atom itself is made up of 
electrons. 
The elements differ from 


each other by reason of the different 
numbers of electrons contained in their 
atoms. The hydrogen atom contains 
the smallest number, viz., SOO, and the 
elements with the higher 
atomic 


weights contain the greater number. 
The electrons repel each other, and 
move freely about within the atom 
\vith the velocity of light. While thus 
repelling each other they are sup- 
posed to be kept together by some 
force, which is probably a charge of 
positive electricity. But while nega- 
tive electricity is conceived to be ato- 
mic in structure, positive electricity 
Is not thought to be thus discontinuous. 
An atom of ordinary matter with one 
or more free electrons associated with 
it is negatively electrified, while an 
atom which has lost one or more or 
Its normal number is positively elec- 
trified. 
The remarkable emanations o£ radi- 


um and the other radio-active elements 
can be explained on the electron the- 
ory. The radium or other atom, in- 
stead of merely giving off a few elec- 
trons, and thereby becoming positive- 
ly electrified without losing its identi- 
ty, continues to lose them till it ceas- 
es to exist. And the electrons thus 
given off may be grouped, or after- 
ward group themselves, to form new 
elements. Thus, Sir William Ramsay 
claims to have produced the gas heli- 
um, of smaller atomic weight and few- 
er electrons in the atom, from disinte- 
grating radium, whose denser atom 
contains more numerous 
electrons. 


And the electron theory points to 
the possibility of the transmutation of 
any element into another of smaller 
atomic weight—that is, of fewer elec- 


munch

A New Explanation of the Nature of 


Electricity. 


In "The Election Theory" Fournler 
d'Albo has endeavored to set forth a 
clear and popular exposition of that 
new and interesting scientific concei> 
tion, the electron, and Us bearings on 
the sciences of electricity and magne- 
tism. ''We all know," says the writer, 
that electricity Is a kind of subtle 
fluid ^consisting of electrons, or very 
small corpuscles, some 30»000 times 
smaller than the atoms of ordinary 
matter.»' 
All electric and 
magnetic 
phenomena arc now to be expressed 
in terms of the distribution and mo- 
tions of these elections. Tho electron 
Is said to be a centre of force mov- 
ing swiftly In the vacuum tube, slow- 
ly along a current-beaVlng wire, and 
surging to and fro in the alternating 
current. 
Electrons emit waves across 
space into the receiver in wireless 
telegraphy, and movo In orbits round 
the atoms of ordinary matter. 
An 
atom so accompanied 
is 
negatively 
charged. 
In the electrolytic cell, for 
example, where hydrochloric acid is 
split up into hydrogen and chlorine, 
each atom of the latter has an electron 
associated with it. By virtue of this it 
is ' negatively electrified, and repels 
every other atom so charged. 


Electricity is connected with ordin- 
ary matter, and the electron theory 
with the atomic, as follows: 
The elec- 
tron displaces the atom as the physical 
unit, or smallest particle that can ex- 
ist, for the atom itself is made up of 
electrons. 
The elements differ from 
each other by reason of the different 
numbers of electrons contained in their 
atoms. 
The hydrogen atom contains 
Ihe smallest number, viz., 800, and the 
elements 
with 
tho 
higher 
atom?:; 
weights contain the greater number. 
The electrons repel each other, and 
move freely about within the atom 
with the velocity of light. 
While thus 
repelling each other they are 
sup- 
posed to be kept together by some 
force, which is probably a charge of 
positive electricity. 
But while nega- 
tjive electricity is conceived to be ato- 
mic in structure, positive electricity 
is not thought to be thus discontinuous 
An atom of ordinary matter with one 
or more free electrons associated with 
it is negatively electrified, while an 
atom which has lost one or more or 
its normal number is positively elec- 
trified. 


The remarkable emanations of radi- 
um and the other radio-active elements 
can be explained on the electron the- 
ory. 
The radium or other atom, in- 
stead of merely giving off a few elec- 
trons, and thereby becoming positive- 
ly electrified without losing its identi- 
ty, continues to lose them till it ceas- 
es to exist. 
And the electrons thus 
given off may be grouped, or after- 
ward group themselves, to form new 
elements. 
Thus, Sir William Ramsay 
claims to have produced the gas hell- 
am, of smaller atomic weight and few- 
er electrons in the atom, from disinte- 
grating radium, whose denser atom 
contains 
more 
numerous 
electrons. 
And the electron theory points 
to 
tho possibility of tho transmutation of 
any element into another of smaller 
atomic weight—that is, of fewer elec- 
trons in the atom. 


When it is remembered that the size 
of an electron is only one thirty-thou- 
sandth part of an atom, It is somewhat 
surprising to find Prof. J. J. Thom- 
son saying that at present it is better 
known. 
In order to get some idea 
of the si^e of an atom several some- 
what abstruse lines of physical rea- 
soning 
were 
followed 
out. 
These 
were found to converge in suggesting 
certain somewhat wide limits for the 
probable size of the atom. 
A drop of 
water magnified up to the size of 
the globe would show Us constituent 
particles about tho size of cricket balls. 
This was Lord Kelvin's suggestion tu 
enable the mind to grasp some idea of 
the size of tho atom. 
In contrast to 
this we havo tho definite statement 
that the electron lias a diameter ot 
ono ten-billionth of a centimetre, and 
that its weight is one thousand-quadrii- 
lionth part of .G1 gramme! 
The prac- 
tical electrician has already accom- 
plished 
"truly 
astoniehing 
results/' 
says M. Fournler d'Albe.

’working on a steel-framed sky-scraper 
In one of our large coast cities. 
We 
had reached the eighth story and as 
tho floors were sconewhat more than 
ten feet apart, the top beams were well 
tip in the air. 


“One afternoon I was inside an ele­ 
vator well between the seventh 
and 
eighth stories, fastening the guide to 
the sheet-steel wall. 
One of the oth­ 
er sides was also covered with steel, 
but the ether two were open. Charley 
Hoff, ‘Dutch Charley* we called him, 
was driving rivets outside the wall, 
while I held the ‘dolly’ to head up tho 
inner ends.

dizzily round me. 
I closed my eyes,

fright could malce me, but to my reel­ 
ing head I seemed to be cscillating 
like a pendulum.

THE ELECTION THEORY. 


A New Explanation of the Nature of 


Electricity. 


In “The Election Theory0 Fournier 
d’Albe has endeavored to set forth a 
clear and popular exposition of that 
new and interesting scientific concep­ 
tion, the electron, and its bearings ou 
the sciences of electricity and magne­ 
tism. “We all know," says the writer, 
“that electricity is a kind of subtle 
fluid 'consisting of electrons, or very 
small corpuscles, some 30,000 times 
smaller than the atoms of ordinary 
matter.*' 
All electric and magnetic 
phenomena arc now to be expressed 
in terms of the distribution and mo­ 
tions of these elections. The electron 
is said to be a centre of force mov­ 
ing swiftly in the vacuum tube, slow­ 
ly along a current-beaVing wire, and 
surging to and fro in the alternating 
current. Electrons emit waves across 
space into the receiver in wireless 
telegraphy, and move in orbits round 
the atoms of ordinary matter. 
An 
atom so accompanied is negatively 
charged. 
In the electrolytic cell, for 
example», where hydrochloric acid is 
split up into hydrogen and chlorine, 
each atom of the latter has an electron 
associated with it. By virtue of this it 
is * negatively electrified, and repels 
every other atom so charged. 


Electricity is connected with ordin­ 
ary matter, and the electron theory 
with the atomic, as follows: 
The elec­ 
tron displaces the atom as the physical 
unit, or smallest particle that can ex­ 
ist, for the atom itself is made up of 
electrons. 
The elements differ from 
each other by reason of the different 
numbers of electrons contained in their 
atoms. 
The hydrogen atom contains 
the smallest number, viz., 800, and the 
elements 
with 
the 
higher 
atonic 
weights contain the greater number. 
The electrons repel each other, and 
move freely about within the atom 
with the velocity of light. 
While thus 
repelling eách other they are sup­ 
posed to be kept together by some 
force, which is probably a charge of 
positive electricity. 
But while nega­ 
tive electricity is conceived to be ato­ 
mic in structure, positive electricity 
is not thought to be thus discontinuous. 
An atom of ordinary matter with one 
or more free electrons associated with 
it is negatively electrified, while an 
atom which has lost one or more or 
its normal number is positively elec­ 
trified. 


The remarkable emanations of radi­ 
um and the other radio-active elements 
can be explained on the electron the- ' 
ory. 
The radium or other atom, in­ 
stead of merely giving off a few elec­ 
trons, and thereby becoming positive­ 
ly electrified without losing its identi­ 
ty, continues to lose them till it ceas­ 
es to exist. 
And the electrons thus 
given off may be grouped, or after­ 
ward group themselves, to form new 
elements. 
Thus, Sir William Ramsay 
claims to have produced the gas heli­ 
um, of smaller atomic weight and few­ 
er electrons in the atom, from disinte­ 
grating radium, whose denser atom 
contains 
more 
numerous 
electrons. 
And the electron theory points to 
the possibility of the transmutation of 
any element into another of smaller 
atomic weight—that is, of fewer elec­ 
trons in the atom. 


When it is remembered that the size 
of an electron is only one thirty-thou­ 
sandth part of an atom, it is somewhat 
surprising to find Prof. J. J. Thom­ 
son saying that at present it is better 
known. 
In order to get some idea 
of the size of an atom several some­ 
what abstruse lines of physical rea­ 
soning were 
followed 
out. 
These 
were found to converge in suggesting 
certain somewhat wide limits for the 
probablo size of the atom. 
A drop of 
water magnified up to the size of 
the globe would show its constituent 
particles about tho size of cricket balls. 
This was Lord Kelvin's suggestion tu 
enable the mind to grasp some idea of 
the size of tho atom. 
In contrast to 
this we havo the definite statement 
that the electron has a diameter of 
one ten-billionth of a centimetre, and 
that its weight is one thousand-quadril- 
lionth part of ,G1 gramme! 
The prac­ 
tical electrician has already accom­ 
plished 
“truly 
astonishing results,“ 
says M. Fournier d’Albe. 
“W hat ho 
will do when he gets a grip on the 
electron we can only faintly guess."— 
London Globe,

MONEY IN PHEASANTS. 


Breeders of the Beautiful Birds Make 


Handsome Profits. 


"One proof of the fact that there Is 


no country under the sun with so many 
people of wealth as ours," said 
the 


game fancier, "is found in the large 
number of English pheasants import- 
ed to this couatry. 


"In 1904 the number was one hun- 


dred and fifty thousand, and these were 
all for table use. Last year an increase 
of about 10 percent in'this number was 
reported. The pheasant is a table lux- 
ury, and in England, France, Germany 
and Belgium they are reared by the 
thousands. 


"In America breeding is tut in irs 
mtancy. in ten years, however we

There are sixty wholesalers engaged in 
this trade: they employ from ten to a 
dozen m&n each at Si a day. 
They 


produce, it is estimated, 500,000 soles 
a year. 


The shoes are entirely taken apart 


The nails, heeltaps and eyelets, if any, 
are allowed to fall on the floor.

Only "When Men Come to Regard Ttieir 


"VYorlc as a futolic Function.

HE reorganization of property will be neither practical nor fruitful 


except in so far as it is accompanied by a moral revolution in the 
community at large, and. especially in those who control capital. 
At present business men regard business as a private function; 
and -s-hiie. .fay their operations, they are in effect determining the 
destinies of individuals and nations, dealing out prosperity or 
ruin, happines-s or despair, health or disease, throughout" the 


civilized and uncivilized world, their only conscious motive appears to be to 
accumulate in their own hands wealth and power. 
They, not governments 


really rule society; yet they rule it without carin3, almost with knowing what 
they are doing. To inquire into tha ultimate social effects of their operations 
would seem to them irrelevant and beside the mark. 
Thev regard business 


as a battle, government as the keeper of the ring, and the prize of victory as 
simply and barely the acquisition of wealth. 


A society so controlled, whatever it may name itself, is oligarchic through 


and through. 
There can be no true democracy until men come to resard 


their worg, -whatever it be. as a public function; "to view it in those far-retch- 
ing consequences and interactions which alone give it significance and nobility- 
and to care more about performing it well than about the material benefits bv 
which it may oe rewarded. 
That attitude of mind implies an individualism 


not only compatible with, but essential to, socialism. 
Independence, sell-reli- 


ance, initiative, these qualities so justly prized by Americans, would be 
fostered, not suppressed, by a properly organized social democracy. 
Only 


their inspiration and goal will he not individual aggrarjiizfcnient, but the wel- 
fare ^ and the greatness of the -shole community. 
There is no antithesis be- 


tween socialism and individualism. 
On the contrary, the one conditions the 


other in the only sense in which either is of value.—The Century.

HE ibeast fable is a literary pattern of an undiscoverable antiquity, 
as alluring today as ever before, since the child in us fortunately 
never dies. 
It is a pattern which Mr. Kipling has handled with 
a constant affection and with a large freedom.

Most of the men con- 
victed of murder belonged, like the 
women, to the laboring classes.

"This Is absolutely a safo remedy, 
and ono thus escapes tho surgeon's 
knife, as no bad results follow. 
This 
is not hearsay. 
A man 
from our 
camp was found several years at;o af- 
ter he had been out all night while the 
thermometer was 50 degrees 
below 
zero, and both his hands wore frozen 
to tho wrists. 
Ho was 
taken 
Into 
camp and his hands soaked In coal 
oil five hours. 
All the frost came out 
•without his losing even a finger tip. 
The doctors were amazed, as 
they 
thought amputation would be neces- 
sary. 
His hands were whlto and hard 
as marble, and when placed In the 
oil they snapped and cracked as tho 
fluid began to act upon the ice crys- 
tals. This remedy is often adopted by 
those who live In cold climates, and 
it saves many a limb. 
The tempera- 
ture of the oil should be about the 
same us that of tho living room. Great 
caution must bo exercised during; tho 
extremely cold weather not to freeze 
the lungs, which one will quickly do. 
Fatal pneumonia can bo contracted in 
a few moments. 
Many a fine team 
of horses has been lost in this way 
in the Yukon. 


"One has to be careful about tourh- 
ing tilings with unprotected hands. It 
is dangerous to take noid of a door- 
knob when it is GO below or there- 
abouts with the unprotected 
hands, 
unless you arc careful to release in- 
stantly, for if you do not 
it 
will 
freeze your Inner palm In five sec- 
onds."—Victoria (B. C.) Dispatch to 
the Philadelphia North American.

Miner 
Tells

B. L. Parsons, an old-time Yukon 
miner, has arrived from the frozen 
north, and tells some remarkable stor- 
oes of happenings at Dawson City 
when the thermometer drops many 
degrees below zero. 
In conversation 
he said: 


"Strange manifestations appear as 
the result of the extreme cold. 
One 
is the way a fire burns in the stove, 
It roars and crackles like a 
great 
forgo, and wood in the stove peems 
to dissolve in the flames like a chunk 
of ice; the wood is gone, and we won- 
der where the heat went. 
At GO be- 
low, every stovepipe throv/s out a 
great white cloud of smoke and vapor, 
resembling a steamboat in Its 'White- 
ness, and this doud of smoke streams 
away for fifty to one hundred feet, 
mingling with the other 
white-gray 
mist or haze that remains permanent 
In tho atmosphere of the town like 
a dense fog whenever It is 40 or more 
degrees below zero. 
The white-gray 
fog is not a fog as you know it, but 
a frozen mist, and every man, woman, 
child, animal and even the fire that 
burns is throwing out moisture Into 
the air which is immediaivly turned 
into a cloud of frozeji vapor, which 
fit>ats away and iemains visibly sus- 
pended In the air.

One of the most profitable 3pecies 
of refuse is old shoes; nothing in them 
goes to waste. There are wholesalers 
who specialize In them. 


They are carefully dissected. Wood­ 
en heels are sold for kindling. 
Soles 
are carefully detached from uppers and 
trimmed into new soles. A man's can 
be cut down to a woman's size, a wo­ 
man's to a child's. 


Some manufacturers make a specialty 
of these restorations. 
A new slab of 
leather makes them look all right out­ 
side, a thin lining is pasted over them 
inalde. 
The manufactures pay the 
wholesalers a cent each for such soles. 
There are sixty wholesalers engaged in 
this trade; they employ from ten to a 
dozen men each at $1 a day. 
They 
produce, it is estimated, 500,000 soles 
a year. 


The shoes are entirely taken apart. 
The nails, heeltaps and eyelets, if any, 
are allowed to fall on the floor. When 
they are swept up the iron is separat­ 
ed simply by applying strong magnets 
to the mass. It is sent to one smelter 
as scrap and the brass goes to another. 


The useless leather scraps are sold 
to chemical work at Ivry, where they 
are 
converted into 
fertilizers. 
So 
sweeping is the salvage work of this 
industry that the parings of horses’ 
noofs from the blacksmiths' shops are 
collected to the extent of 600,000 pounds 
a, year. The volume of leather scrap 
is estimated at 3,60-0,000 pounds. 


From 40,000 to 50,000 pounds 
of 
bones daily are collected in yards in 
the suburbs, where they undergo a rig­ 
id examination. 
Men shovel them on 
i long endless belt of leather a couple 
of feet wide, which is kept running at 
i moderate speed over rollers. Five or 
six women are lined up beside it, and 
as the bones pass them they pounce 
with trained judgment' upon 
those 
which have special value. The rest are 
automatically loaded on carts. 


The bones which they select figure 
all over the world later as ivory. But- 


reported. The pheasant is a table lux­ 
ury, and in England, France, Germany 
and Belgium they are reared by the 
thousands. 


“In America breeding is but in its 
infancy. 
In ten years, however, we 
may be producing enough to supply 
the local demand, and prices will be 
cheaper than now.

and from that figure up to $10 to $15 
is demanded. 


“The English and the Mongolian 
pheasants are game birds, and an in­ 
creasing demand for them for preserves 
of clubs and wealthy owners of coun­ 
try seats is noted.

breeder in the East who supplies from 
two to three thousand a season, and 
he has to import many in order to fill 
all his orders. 


“The pheasant Is a beautiful bird 


and by no means difficult to rear or 
breed. 


‘Their plumage is in good demand for 
millinery purposes. 
Taxidermists pay 
as high as $8 and $10 for the skins of 
the best marked birds. 


“There are varieties of pheasants 
that are purely ornamental. They ap­ 
peal neither to the cook nor to the 
hunter. 


“Pheasants cost most in the winter 
months. About September 1 the breed­ 
er adds 10.percent to his price. This 
holds good until April, when they quit 
laying. The pheasant is as hardy and 
as easily reared as the turkey, but 
they'are not domesticated birds. With 
the pheasant one is dealing, with a 
bird that is still subject to the laws 
of the jungle, and exhibits many of the 
instincts of the wild life from which 
they are really but a few generations 
removed. They are but cousins to the 
grouse or quail The longer the breed 
has been in activity the more docile 
and the better layers 
they are/'— 
Washington Post. 


‘The Beast Fable As 


A Literary Pattern 


By Brander Matthew». 


HE «beast fable is a literary pattern of an undiscoverable antiquity, 
as alluring today as ever before, since the child in us fortunately 
never dies. 
It is a pattern which Mr. Kipling has handled with 
a constant affection mid with a large freedom. 
His earlier ani­ 
mal tales dealt with wild beasts, or at least with the creatures of 
the forest and of the ocean, beyond the influence of man and 
remote from his haunts. 
Soon he availed himself of the same 
pattern to tell stories of animals domesticated and in elose contact with man; 
and thus he gave us the “Walking Delegate” and the “Maltese Cat.” In time 
he took a further step and applied to the iron horse of the railroad the method 
which had enabled him to set before us the talk of the polo pony and of the 
blooded trotter; and thus he gave us “007,” in which we see the pattern of the 
primitive beast fable so stretched as to enable us to overhear the intimate con­ 
versation of humanized locomotives, the steeds of steel that puff and pant in 
and out of the round-house in an American railroad yard. 
Yet one more 
extension of the pattern enabled him to take a final step; after having given 
a human soul to separate engines, he proceeded then to animate the several 
parts of a single machine. 
And thus we have “How the £Wp Found Herself” 
and the later “Below the Mill-Dam." But although those are successive stages 
of the primitive beast fable as it has been modified in Mr. Kipling’s restless 
hands, there is little flagrant originality, even at the end, since “How the Ship 
Found Herself” is seen to be only a latter-day version of one of the earliest 
fables, the “Belly and the Members.” 


Interesting as it may be to clamber up into the spreading family-tree of 
fiction, it is not here that we must seek for the stem from which the Mowgli 
stories ultimately flowered. 
These stories are not directly derived from the 
beast fable, although his mastery of that literary pattern may have helped the 
author to find his final form. 
They are a development from one of his own 
tales, “In the Rakh,” included at first in “Many Inventions,” and now trans­ 
ferred to its proper place at the end of the book in »which the adventures of 
Mowgli are recorded.

Possible Only When Men. Come to Regard Their 


Work as a Public Function. 


By Q. Lowes Dickinson. 


HE reorganization of property will be neither practical nor fruitful 


except in so far as it is accompanied by a moral revolution in the 
community at large, and, especially in those who control capital. 
At present business men regard business as a private function; 
and *while, »by their operations, they are in effect determining tho 
destinies of individuals and nations, dealing out prosperity or 
ruin, happiness or despair, health or disease, throughout the 
civilized and uncivilized world, their only conscious motive appears to be to 
accumulate in their own hands wealth and power. 
They, not governments, 
really rule society; yet they rule it without caring, almost with knowing, what 
they are doing. To inquire into the ultimate social effects of their operations 
would seem to them irrelevant and beside the mark. 
They regard business 
as a battle, government as the keeper of the ring, and the prize of victory as 
simply and barely the acquisition of wealth, 


A society so controlled, whatever it may name itself, Is oligarchic through 
and through. 
There can be no true democracy until men come to regard 
their work, whatever it be, as a public function; to view it in those far-reach­ 
ing consequences and interactions which alone give it significance and nobility; 
and to care more about performing it well than about the material benefits by 
which it may be rewarded. 
That attitude of mind implies an individualism 
not only compatible with, but essential to, socialism. 
Independence, self-reli­ 
ance, initiative, these qualities so justly prized by Americans, would be 
fostered, not suppressed, by a properly organized social democracy. 
Only 
their inspiration and goal will be not individual aggrandizement, but the wel­ 
fare and the greatness of the whole community. 
There is no antithesis be­ 
tween socialism and individualism. 
On the contrary, the one conditions tho 
other in the only sense In which either is of value.—The Century.

A remarkable analysis of tho crime 
of murder for tho last twenty years 
by Sir John Macdonnell, Master of the 
Supremo Court, is the principal feat­ 
ure of the criminal statistics of Eng­ 
land and Wales for 1905, which was 
Issued recently, writes the London 
correspondent of the Now York Sun. 
The number of people sentenced to 
death for murder from 1SS6 to 1905 
was 4SS males and 64 females. In the 
last decade the actual number of cases 
in which execution followed tho death 
sentence is shown in the following 
table:

Sir John writes; 
“The first fact to 
be noted is that murder, as might be 
expected, is a crime of men. Murder 
means murder by men in a great ma* 
jority of cases. Out of 532 sentenced 
to death since 1SS6, 4SS wore men. 
The figures are more remarkable be­ 
cause as regards women they include 
cases of child murder, to which they 
are, of course, much more prone than 
men. 
The proportion of persons exe­ 
cuted to those sentenced is also much 
higher in men. 


“The next noticeable point, w'hich 
is rarely mentioned, Is that a great 
majority of the persons murdered are 
women. 
They are as three to one. 
Murder means to a very great extent 
the murdering of women by men. 
It 
is a curious fact, on the other hand, 
that the number of men killed by 
manslaughter exceeds women by two 
to one.” 


A great majority of the murders 
are committed by persons between the 
ages of 21 and 40, that is, during the 
period of greatest physical vigor. This 
fact is illustrated by the following 
table showing the ages of persons con­ 
victed of murder from 18S6 to 1005:

“A further notable point in regard 
to murders committed by men is the 
very large proportion of murders of 
wives. Out of a total of 4S8 murders 
for which men were sentenced to 
death in the twenty years under con­ 
sideration, no fewer than 124, or about 
1 in 4, were murders of wives by 
their husbands. Most of the men con­ 
victed of murder belonged, like the 
women, to the laboring classes. 


“The 'principal causes or motives for 
murders during this period were: 
Jealousy, and intrigues, 92; drink, 90; 
quarrels of rage, 68; revenge, 77; rob­ 
bery, 50; extreme poverty, 39; illegal 
operations, 
12, 
and 
for 
insurance 
money, 3. Saturday is a favorite day 
for murder, 20S cases having been 
ascertained to have taken place on 
that day. 
Between 10 o’clock and 
midnight is the favorite time for the 
commission of the crime. 
The ma­ 
jority of the murders appear to be 
committed in densely populated urban 
districts, 
seaports, 
manufacturing 
towns and mining districts.” 


Sir John Macdonnel makes this re­ 
markable declaration of the relation 
of drink to crime. 


“Drunkenness is no doubt the cause 
of many crimes and is the accompani­ 
ment of many others, but the theory 
of the close correspondence of crime 
and drunkenness must bo viewed with 
caution.”

“They would not melt with the out- 
rushing steam, but remained for many 
days, through blow-offsl 
All vege­ 
tables, fruit, eggs, etc., can be allowed 
to freeze until they become like bul* 
lets. 
To make ready for use place 
them in cold water for half a day be­ 
fore using, and tho frost will short­ 
ly withdraw without injury to the ar­ 
ticle. 
To attempt to thaw them out 
by the more rapid process of fire or 
hot water spoils them for use.” 


Mr. Parsons tells some remarkable 
stories of thawing out a frozen foot, 
ear, or hand by immersing the frozen 
member in coal oil for some time—* 
often for several hours. 
He says: 
“This Is absolutely a safo remedy, 
and ono thus escapes tho surgeon’s 
knife, as no bad results follow. 
This 
is not hearsay. 
A man from our 
camp was found several years ago af­ 
ter he had been out all night while the 
thermometer was 50 degrees below 
zero, and both his hauds were frozen 
to tho wrists. 
Ho was taken into 
camp and his hands soaked in coal 
oil five hours. All the frost came out 
without his losing even a finger tip. 
The doctors were amazed, as 
they 
thought amputation would be neces­ 
sary. His hands were whito and hard 
as marble, and when placed in the 
oil they snapped and cracked as tho 
fluid began to act upon the ice crys­ 
tals. This remedy is often adopted by 
those who live in cold climates, and 
it saves many a limb. The tempera­ 
ture of the oil should be about the 
same as that of tho living room. Great 
caution must bo exercised during tho 
extremely cold weather not to freeze 
the lungs, which one will quickly do. 
Fatal pneumonia can be contracted in 
a few moments. 
Many a fine team 
of horses has been lost in this way 
in the Yukon. 


“One has to be careful about touch­ 
ing things with unprotected hands. It 
is dangerous to take noid of' a door­ 
knob when it is 60 below or there­ 
abouts with the unprotected hands, 
unless you are careful to release in­ 
stantly, for if you do not it will 
freeze your inner palm in five sec­ 
onds.”—Victoria (B. C.) Dispatch to 
the Philadelphia North American.

Tolls 
Remarkable 
Stories of Cold In Frozen North, 
E. L. Parsons, an old-time Yukon 
miner, has arrived from the frozen 
north, and tells some remarkable stor* 
oes of happenings at Dawson City 
when the thermometer drops many 
degrees below zero. 
In conversation 
he said: 


“Strange manifestations appear as 
the result of the extreme cold. 
One 
is the way a fire burns in the stove. 
It roars and crackles like a great 
forge, and wood in the stove peems 
to dissolve in the flames like a chunk 
of ice; the wood is gone, and we won­ 
der where the heat went. 
At CO be­ 
low, every stovepipe throws out a 
great white cloud of smoke and vapor, 
resembling a steamboat in its 'White­ 
ness, and this cloud of smoke streams 
away for fifty to one hundred feet, 
mingling with the other white-gray 
mist or haze that remains permanent 
in the atmosphero of the town like 
a dense fog whenever it is 40 or more 
degrees below zero. 
The white-gray 
fog is not a fog as you know it, but 
a frozen mist, and eve ry man, woman, 
child, animal and even the fire that 
burns is throwing out moisture into 
the air which is immediately turned 
into a cloud of frozen vapor, which 
floats away and lemains visibly sus­ 
pended in the air.

Go to bed as early as possible, 
early, but get .eight hours' sle 
Throw open the window, and in a 
warm, loose robe breathe deeply, slow, 
ly, during twenty counts; then talve 
vigorously a sKnple gymnastic exer­ 
cise for ten minutes. 


Then sponge off with tepid, th»*n 
cold water, Into which throw a hitad- 
ful of salt.—American Cultivator.

NOT OBLIGATORY. 


Whether the Act passed by the Legis- 


lature and approved by Governor Stuart, 
March 21st, providing for an annual ap- 
propriation to Grand Army Posts for the 
expenses of Memorial Day, was obliga- 
tory, on the County Commissioners or 
Borough Councils, has been widely dis- 
cussed.

Section L—Be it enacted, etc, That the

Little, however, as the charts of the 


present day leave to be desired as to 
accuracy, the following narrative, tak- 
en down as -nearly verbatim as pos- 
sible from the lips of a sea-captain who 
Touches absolutely for its truth, shows

be

the Auroras, and situated, according 
to the old navigators in the Southern 
Atlantic Ocean. For anyone who may 
desire to inquire more exactly into the 
technicad side of the narrative, it may 
be mentioned that details will be found 
recorded in the Liverpool Journal of 
Commerce for the year 1892. 


Formerly the 
old charts 
of 
the 


Southern Atlantic were marked with 
certain islands called the Auroras, ly- 
ing somewhere about five hundred 
miles east of the dreaded Cape Horn, 
and a description of their appearance, 
as given by those who had sighted 
them, was set dow n in the handbooks 
and sailing directions for the 
South 


Atlantic under the heading "Doubtful 
Islands and Shoals." 


The following is a summary of the 


earliest reports concerning the mys- 
terious isles. In 1762 the ship Aurora, 
returning from Lima, passed two isl- 
ands thirty-five leagues to the eastward 
of the Malvinas (Falklands). "They 
!x>re north-east and south-west of each 
other, distant from two and a, half to 
three leagues. The easternmost one 
-yas the smaller of the two and a reef 
extended between thm. buf with a 
dear passage, through which the Aur- 
ora sailed. The westernmost one was 
from five to six miles in extent from 
south to -north. Their sides were in- 
accessible, and no bay could be seen." 
In 1774 the Aurora again reported hav- 
ing met with two islands in these lat- 
itudes. Five years later islands were 
seen, but no position determined, by 
the Pearl. I-n 1790 the Dolores report- 
ed similarly, and in the same year the 
captain of the Princess, of the Royal 
Philippine Company, stated that he 
had sighted the islands and ascertained 
that east-south-east of them, 
about 


eleven miles distant, was a bank or 
shoal. In consequence of tl:ese reports 
the Spanish corvette Atrevida was dis- 
patched in January. 1794. to the local- 
ity to fix the position of these unchart- 
ed islands, whose position was uncer- 
tain to the extent of twelve or fifteen 
minutes of latitude and seven degress 
of longitude. SaiHrg from uie Falk- 


l:i order to verify these accounts and 


ascertain the exact position of the Au- 
rcras in the interests of navigation, 
Captain Weddell, in 1S20, made a care- 
iii: search, and for five or six days 
sailed to and fro in the region in 
which they were supposed to lie, but 
ia vain—^not a trace of the islands 
could be discovered; and although in 
185'J the Helen Baird reported that in 
".atiu'de fifty-two degrees forty minutes 
south, longitude forty-eight degrees 
twenty minutes west, a large and small 
island were seen about eighteen miles 
av. ay, and subsequently two others to 
the northward, the authorities have 
(Ie::n:teiy concluded that there is not 
sufficient satisfactory evidence for re- 
taming the name of the Aurora Isl- 
ands on the charts of the South At- 
lantic.

Captain Weddell 
suggested

appearance that they could not be rec- 
ognized and identified. Another theory 
is that an extensive bank of irregular 
soundings exists at a point where a 
large kelp bed has been more than once 
reported, and that immense icebergs, 
grounding here, have been mistaken 
for land. 


These bergs, it should be explained, 


are frequently loaded with blocks of 
stone, gra\el, sand and mud, and have 
at times been taken for islands by the 
most practised Arctic and 
Antarctic 


voyagers, who have not been convinced 
of their true character until they had 
approached very close, or have act- 
ually laaded on them 
If this hypoth- 


esis is true it would account for the 
discrepancies noticeable iu the descrip- 
tion of the shape, size and even the 
number of the Aurora Islands. On the 
other hand, Captain D. H. Hatfield. of 
Liverpool, points out that at the ssa- 
scn of the year when Captain Weddell's 
ship reached these latitudes the real is-

Wien 
first seen there appeared to be & single 
long island, perhaps twenty miles in 
length, but on nearer approach it was 
perceived that there were two islands, 
separated by a sound some two or three 
miles wide, and bearing north-west 
and south-east. Both islands seemed 
nearly of the same height and appeared 
of a grey sandy tint, and barren, re- 
sembling the coabt cf Chile; but the 
more northerly island had a hump on 
its -north-west end and another about 
the middle, -ftith a growth of low trees 
or bushes on the high, flat top. The 
northern end cf the bluff was steep and 
overhung considerably. Xo beach was 
visible; the sea beat right at the foot 
of the cliffs. The more southerly isl- 
and pointed from south-south-east to 
uorth-Eorth-vvest, and seemed to be 
about three times as long as it was 
broad, but was, of course, farther away 
from the ship. 


TLe Auroras having been 
erased 


from the Admiralty charts of that date, 
the ship had come nearer to their sup- 
posed position than would otherwise 
have been the case, and the course the 
Gladys \vas steering brought her about 
three nautical miles of the north-west 
end of the northern island, when she 
passed close to a great bed of 
kelp 


which stretched from three to five miles 
from the shore. This kelp was of im- 
mense size, the fronds floating on the 
suriace of the water baiiig fully fifty 
feet iu length and like palm leaves; 
their roots were probably anchored to 
the rocky bottom some fifteen fathoms 
below. This very kelp-Led, as I have 
mentioned, was referred to in the old 
Atlantic handbooks. 


At the time the Gladys passed them 


the islands were quite free from ice 
or snow, and the weather was perfect- 
ly clear. Some three days or so later 
the ship, which was then on a north- 
erly course, fell in with a strong breeza 
on the port side, north and west, and 
met with a great fleet of icebergs reach- 
iuvj some five hundred miles to the 
north. They were of every size, from 
low masses almost awash to towering 
bergs of immense height and extent. 
The vessel -nas five days 
a-nd 
five 


nights picking her way with the utmost 
caution through the drifting monsters. 


Fortunately she was well 
manned 


and could be easily handled, for al- 
though every precaution was 
taken 


and she was hove to each night with 
topsails to the mast, drifting loose with 
the ice, yet one night she was in great 
danger. 


While lying between two immense 


bergs about five miles apart, with her 
head towards the weathermost one, it 
became evident after some hours that 
the berg to windward was drifting more 
rapidly than the ship, probably drawn 
by a deep ocean current takinig effect 
on the submerged part of the ice, which 
is generally said to be twice as deep as 
the height of the 
floating 
portion. 


Drifting steadily onward, it approached 
dangerously close to the ship, but all 
hands tumbled up and made sail on the 
barque till she gained the weather 
side of the berg, when the Gladys was 
allowed to drift in its wake till day- 
light. 
Some of these enormous ice- 


masses stood from five hundred to a 
thousand feet above the surface of the 
water, and were from three to ten miies 
long.

The vessel passed 
within fifty yards of it. but no name 
could be read, for something had ap- 
parently fallen on the boat from above 
and crashed it; it lay burst open length 
v\ise. so that only the inside of the 
sheathing was visible. It seems very 


' probab'.e thst the bodies noticed on 


I the berg may have been some cf the 
' crew of the missing sailing ship prev- 


iously referred to, and the toat may 
have belonged to it likewise. In these 
far-o*?. perilous sees there is litt'.e hope 
that survivors of a disaster would have 
a chance of resci:e. or that any ex- 
planation of the mystery will ever be 


•. forthcoming. 


But to return to the mysterious Au- 


roras. In addition to his personal ex- 
perience Captain Hatfield mentions a 
further corroboration of the existerce 
of the group. Several years after the 
voyccc Described he was in Xew York, 
and in a sainbroker's ofr.ee in ST. ta 
Street met with a New Bedford whaler 
who was a ' Sound ' pilot at that tini»— 
a man of great experience 
i-n 
the 


Soirhein ser.«. who went by the name 


enc« and Identity, for he had actually 
landed on them several times; lie knew 
a water-place on the south-east end of 
the northern-most island, and a good 
anchorage on the same side, 
jost 


through the passage between them. He 
had often sailed right round both thes« 
islands, he said, apl frequently used 
to take shelter in the strait between 
them. He also mentioned the great 
kelp-bed at the northwest extremity 
of the northern island, and said that 
the foliage noticed on the top of the 
latter was a stunted growth of some 
shrub. For many years he had sailed 
in ^hose latitudes as a fur-sealer and 
whaler, and it was in the course of 
these voyages that he visited the Au- 
roras. 


In face of the testimony of the many 


old-time navigators, somewhat con- 
flicting though it is, and the evidence 
of these two modern seamen, what is 
one to think? Do the Aurora Islands 
actually exist, in spite of Weddell's re- 
port, or are they but figments of the 
sailor's imagination, born, perchance, 
of long and anxious vigils in the treach- 
erous, berg-bestudded waters of 
the 


lonely Southern Ocean?—The

TASTE IN POTATOES. 


Europe Demands Tubers Which Dif- 


fer From Our Standard. 


It is surprising to learn from so 


authoritative a source as the Cornell 
Agricultural College Bulletin that the 
quality of potatoes, as measured by 
European standards, is entirely differ- 
ent from the American estimate. 


In the United States a tuber of 


starchy flavor, white and floury in 
color, and above all, mealy when 
cooked, represents the epicure's esti- 
mate of perfection. In France, on the 
other hand, a potato retaining 
its 


original form, yellowish in color, and, 
almost unbelievable, soggy after boil- 
ing, is desired. 


In this country different sections 


have their preferences. 
In the Xorth 


light yellow or whitish-skinned tubers 
are often preferred, while in the South 
a pink skin is liked best- Generally 
a more or less netted skin, with a 
corkiike appearance or touch, is pre- 
ferred to a smooth, clear skin. 


Of course, tubers with deep eyes 


and irregular form are avoided, while 
those of oval, flat-round and elongated 
oval shape are considered desirable. 
Experimental work has been under

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[The old-Limn charts of tho Southern Atlantic ohowed, somo five hundred 
miles east of Cape Horn, a group of islands known as the Auroras, which had 
been reported by numerous vcshcIs, including a Spniiiah Government survey- 
ing ship. Tho IJrltish Admiralty, hoaover, after searching for the group in 
vain, declared that tuey had no existence and erased them from its maps. 
IJelow will bo found tho strange story of a wt-ll-known Liverpool navigator, 
(^nptain D. H. Hatlleld, who iicclnres that he and tho crew of tho barque 
•»Gladys,** saw tno-io *'non-exi8tent" islands in 18^2. Tho captain's narrative 
gives rise to a most inierestlng probkm.J 


There are but few regions of tlic 
land surface of the globe which have 
not been pretty thoroughly explored, 
and those geographical details which 
are still lacking are being added little 
"byJittle by adventurous travelers. The 
ficlence of hydrography, however—the 
niappini^ of the oceans—presents far 
greater obstacles than geography, for 
it deals not o-uly with the surface, but 
with the concealed depths and currents 
of the seas; and these are very dlfll- 
cult to locate, there being no stable 
marlcs in many cases by whieh a ship 
traversing ihe trackless waste 
of 
•waters can fix with precision tho po- 
sition of a-ny newly discovered reef or 
island. 
All that can be done when a 
passing vessel detects some unrecord- 
ed rock or shoal is to note in the Ici^- 
l)ook. as nearly as may be, tho appar- 
ent position of the ship at the lime; 
though if she has encou-ntered a storm, 
or been driven out of her course by 
currents during a calm or by being en- 
tangled in drifting ice, the reckoning 
is apt to be'unreliable. 
So it happens 
that on the Admiralty charts one may 
occasionally find two or three doubt- 
ful indications with a note appended: 
"Reported i>osition of 
reef." Such 


approxlrnate positions have been thus 
marked down provisioaially from time 
to time on the reports of passing ships, 
until the exact locality of the danger 
fihall have been scientifically ascer- 
tained. 


Little, however, as the charts of the 
present day leave to be desired as to 
accuracy, the following narrative, tak- 
«n down as aiearly verbatim as pos- 
sible from the lips of a sea-captain who 
vouches absolutely for Its truth, shows 
that there are many most interesting 
hydrographic problems still 
to 
be 
solved. 
In tills case the problem con- 
cerns the position, or rather the exist- 
ence, of a group of islands knowa as 
the Auroras, and situated, according 
to the old naviigators in the Southern 
Atlantic Ocean. 
For anyone who may 
desire to Inquire more exactly into tho 
technicad side of the narrative, It may 
be mentioned that details will be found 
recorded In the Liverpool Journal of 
Commerce for the year 3892. 


Formerly the 
old 
charts 
of 
the 
Southern Atla^ntlc were marked with 
certain Islands called the Auroras, ly- 
ing somewhere about 
five 
hundred 
miles east of the dreaded Cape Horn, 
and a description of their appearance, 
as given by those who had sighted 
them, was set down In the handbooks 
ftjid sailing directions for the 
South 
Atlantic under tho heading "Doubtful 
Islands and Shoals." 


The following is a summary of the 
«arllest reports concernlm^ the mys- 
'lerlous isles. In 1762 the ship Aurora, 
returning from Lima, passed two isl- 
ands thirty-five leagues to the eastward 
of the Malvlnas (Falklaaids). 
"Tlioy 
l)ore north-east and south-west of each 
other, distant from two and a half to 
three leagues. 
Tho easternmost one 
•was the smaller of the two and a reef 
extended between thm, but with a 
£lear passage, through which the Aur- 
ora sailed. The westernmost one was 
from five to six miles in extent from 
Bouth to north. 
Their sides were in- 
ac?cessible, and no bay could be seen." 
In 1774 the Aurora again reported hav- 
ing met with two islands in these lat- 
itudes. 
Five years later islands were 
eeen, but no position determined, by 
tho Pearl, 
Lu 1790 the Dolores report- 
ed similarly, and in the same year the 
captain of the Princess, of the Royal 
Philippine Company, stated that he 
had sighted the Islands and ascertained 
that east-south-east of theui, 
about 
eleven miles distant, M'as a bank or 
shoal. In consequence of these reports 
the Spanish corvette Atrevlda was dis- 
patched in January, 1794, to tho local- 
ity to fix the position of these unchart- 
ed islands, whose position was uncer- 
tain to the extent of twelve or fifteen 
minutes of latitude and seven degrees 
of longitude. 
Sailing from tlie Falk- 
lands on the 11th at daybreak on the 
ICth two Jarge pyramidal banks 
of 
enpw and ice 'Nvere sighted, but fog 
and bad weather prevented nearer ap- 
proach. On the 21st, however, the ship 
Balled up to and coasted along what 
was described as "a great mountain, in 
form of a tent, divided into two parts, 
the eastern extremity white and the 
western very dark, but covered with 
snowy band. 
Sailing along the west- 
ern side witliin a mile it presented the 
appearance of a sharp rock trending 
north and south. 
The southern part 
being exposed to freezing winds is at 
that time of the year covered with 
snow; but the winds on tho norih-wfst 
pol(!it beinti: i-.ore tempt-rate and juuist, 
the land is

morning another island was seen. The 
position was set down fcriin-^tiveJy as 
Jatitade fifty-thri-e dcgires flftsen min- 


utes twG-nty-two seconds south, longi- 
tude fortyseven 
degrees 
fifty-seven 
minutes fifteen seconds west, and lati- 
tude forty-seven 
degrees 
fifty-seven 
twenty seconds south, longitude forty- 
sevca degrees 
fifty-five 
minutes fif- 
teen seconds west. On the 27th a third 
Island was sighted, which need not be 
referred to. 


The discrepancies In the various ac- 
counts are very great, without taking 
Into account the variations in the pre- 
sumed positions, which in longitude 
amounltj to one degree eleven minutes 
—which in those regions is equivalent 
to forty-two miles. One suggestion is 
that the two peaked islands seen by the 
Atrevlda must have been the Shag 
Rocks, which lie almost la the same 
latitude, but with a difference of six 
degrees of loaigitude—too large an er- 
ror to be considered, If it were not that 
such errors have often occurred from 
assuming different meridians. 


in order to verify these accounts and 
ascertain the exact position of the Au- 
roras in the Interests of navigation, 
Captain Weddell, In 1820, made a care- 
ful search, a-nd for five or six days 
sailed to and fro in the region in 
which they were supposed to He, but 
in vain—not a trace of the islands 
could be discovered; and although In 
1S51> the Helen Balrd reported that in 
latitude fifty-two degreed forty minutes 
south, longitude forty-eight 
degrees 
twenty minutes west, a large and small 
island were seen about eighteen miles 
away, and subsequently two others to 
the northward, the authorities have 
definitely concluded that there Is not^ 
sufilcient satisfactory evidence for re- 
taining the name of the Aurora Isl- 
ands on the charts of the South At- 
lantic. 


The Illustration next 
reproduced 
shows a position of a chart, dated 1880, 
bearing the last reference to them be- 
fore their official erasure. 
The Ad- 
miralty note reads: 
"Aurora Islands, 
from Spanish charts (Have no exist- 
ence)." 
Captain Weddell 
suggested 
that Ice drifting from the southward 
may have packed about the base of the 
Shag Rocks, leaving only their peaks 
showing above the snow and Ice 
on 
the south side, and so altering their 
appearance that they could not be rec- 
ognized and identified. Another theory 
is that an extensive bank of irregular 
soundings exists at a point where a 
lange kelp bed has been more than once 
reported, and that Immense icebergs, 
grounding here, have been mistaken 
for land. 


These bergs, it should be explained, 
are frequently loaded with blocks of 
stone, gravel, sand and mud, and have 
at times been taken for Islands by the 
most practised Arctic and 
Antarctic 
voyagers, who have not been convinced 
of their true character until they had 
approached very close, or have act- 
ually la'Uded, on them. If this hypoth- 
esis is true It would account for the 
discrepancies noticeable in the descrip- 
tion of the shape, size and oven the 
number of the Aurora Islands, On the 
other hand, Captain D. H. Hatfield, of 
Liverpool, points out that at the sea- 
sou of the year when Captain WeddelTs 
ship reached these latitudes the real is- 
lands would have been covered ^ith 
ice and snow, and so, if sighted, would 
havo been taken for icebergs by tho 
latter, as bergs are frequently met in 
these seas at that time of the year, 
and sometimes very much later, as will 
appear in due course. 
Captain Hat- 
field's own account of his glimpse of 
the Aurora Islands—ofilcially declared 
to havo no existence—Is so explicit 
and detailed that it raises the whole 
question anew, 
But let me tell his 
strange story as ho told It to me. 


It was during the last days of May, 
1892, when the Bristol barque Gladys, 
owned by Messrs. Shaw, Savill, 
and 
Co,, of Louden, and commanded by 
Captain D. H. Hatfield, Jeft Iquique, 
on tho west coast of South America, 
homeward bound. A little earlier there 
had preceded her a large four-masted 
sailing ship of the Watson line, of 
Glasgow, bound from Sun Francisco to 
liamburg. 
This vessel never reached 
her destination, but was last sighted 
after she Iiad rounded Cape Horn some 
time previous to the arrival of the 
Gladys in those waters. 
^ 


After passing Cape Horn tne Gladys 
stood on an easterly course, hoping to 
pick up the south-east trade wind. Sho 
had reached the neighborhood of the 
supposed position of the Aurora Isl- 
ands when, ajt daylight on 
Sunday 
mor-iiing, the 2Cth of June,- land was 
reported ahead by the chief ofiU-er. On 
going on deck Captain Hatlleld saw 
jilaiuly ciioMgh whiit appeared to be a 
bold headland about 
miles a\\..y,

hi-ad was prcniptly 
brought as iar 
north a? tl:e wiud >vou}d allow, which 


enabled her to give this unexpected 
land a sufilcieutly wide berth. 
Wiien 
first seen there appeared to be a single 
long island, perhaps twenty miles in 
length, but on nearer approilch it wa« 
perceived that there were two islands, 
separated by a sound some two or three 
miles wide, and bearing north-west 
and soutli-east. 
Both islands seemed 
nearly of tho same height and appeared 
of a \gTey sandy tint, and barren, re- 
sembling tho coast of Chile; but tho 
more northerly island had a hump on 
its .north-west end and another about 
tho middle, with a growth of low trees 
or bushes on the high, fiat top. 
The 
northern end of the blufC was steep and 
overhung considerably. 
No beach was 
visible; the sea beat right at the foot 
of tho cliffs. The more southerly isl- 
and pointed from south-south-east 
to 
north-north-west, and seemed to be 
about three times as long as it was 
broad, but was, of course, farther away 
from the ship. 


Tho Auroras having been 
erased 
from the Admiralty charts of that date, 
the ship had come nearer to their sup- 
posed position than would otherwise 
have been the case, and the course tho 
Gladys was steering broi^sht her about 
three nautical miles of the north-west 
end of the northern Island, when sho 
passed close to a great bed of 
kelp 
which stretched from three to five mlka 
from the shore. This kelp was of im- 
mense size, the fronds floating on the 
surface of the water being fully fifty 
feet in length and like palm leaves; 
their roots were probably anchored to 
the rocky bottom some fifteen fathoms 
below. This very kelp-bed, as I have 
mentioned, was referred to In the old 
Atlantic handbooks. 


At the time the Gladys passed them 
the Islands were quite free from ice 
or snow, and the weather was perfect- 
ly clear. 
Some three days or so later 
the ship, which was thein on a north- 
erly course, fell in with a strong breeze 
on the port side, north and west, and 
met with a great fieet of Icebergs reach- 
Inij some five hundred miles to the 
north. 
They were of every size, from 
low masses almost awash to towering 
bergs of immense height and extent. 
The vessel was five days 
and 
five 
nights picking her way with the utmost 
caution through the drifting monsters. 


Fortunately she was well 
manned 
and could be easily handled, for al- 
though every precaution was 
taken 
and she was hove to each night with 
topsails to the mast, drifting loose with 
the Ice, yet one night she was in great 
danger. 


While lying between two immense 
bergs about five miles apart, with her 
head towards the weathermost one. It 
became evident after some hours that 
the berg to windward was drifting more 
rapidly than the ship, probably drawn 
by a deep ocean current takimg effect 
on the submerged part of the ice, which 
is generi^lly said to be twice as deep as 
the height of the 
floating 
portion. 
Drifting steadily onward, it approached 
dangerously close to the ship, but all 
hands tumbled up and made sail on the 
barque till she gained the weather 
side of the berg, when the Gladys was 
allowed to drift in its wake till day- 
liight. 
Some of these enormous ice- 
masses stood from five hundred to a 
thousand feet above the surface of the 
water, and were from three to ten miles 
long. 


On the fifth day the Gladys met with 
a line of huge bergs extending in a 
north-east to west-south-west direction 
whose northern ends made them look 
just like a column of battleships with 
passages between each, as far as the 
eye could reach. One of 
these 
vast 
ice-masses, 
about ten 
miles 
long, 
showed two fiat levels 
at 
different 
heights, the upper one rising about 
three hundred feet sheer 
from 
the 


% 


water. The ship passed close by the 
west! and north-west sides of this, and 
to their horror Captain Hatfield and 
his men saw, on the lower terrace, the 
bodies of five men lying In different 
positions. 


It was evident that they had been 
keeping a regular look-out for a beaten 
track was plainly discernible along the 
sloping face of the upper terrace, while 
on the south side. In the Ice wall which 
connected the higher and lower ter- 
races, was an ice-cave with a tarpaulin 
stretched across its mouth where the 
poor fellows had taken refuge. One 
body lay outside of this, while the 
other four lay exposed on the terrace. 
The castaways must have reached this 
portion of the ber^; by climbing up 
from the south-east side, which sloped 
gently upwards from the water. 


About fifteen miles to the southward 
of this berg a boat was observed lying 
on a half-submerged cake of ice about 
half an acre in area. The vessel passed 
within fifty yards of it, but no name 
could be read, for something had ap- 
parently fallen on the boat from afcove 
and crushed }t; it lay burst open length 
wise, so that only the Inside of 
the 
sheathing was visible. 
It seems very 
probable that the bodies noticed on 
tlie berg may have been some of the 
crew of the missing sailing ship prev- 
iously referred to, and the boat may 
have belonged to it likewise. In these 
far-off, perilous seas there is little hope 
that survivors of a disaster would have 
a chance of rescue, or that any ex- 
planation of the mystery will ever be 
forthcoming. 


But to return to the mysterious Au- 
roras, 
In addition to his personal ex- 
perience Captain Hatfield mentions a 
further corroboration of the existence 
of the group. 
Several years after the 
voyai^e described he was in New York, 
and in a shipbroker's office in South 
Street met witli a New Bedford whaJer 
who was a **Sound" pilot at that time— 
a man of great experience 
in 
the 
Southern seas, who went by the name 
of 
Ned."

Captain "Ned" at once said he 
was absolutely certain of their exist- 


ence and Identity, for he had actually 
landed on them several times; he know 
a water-place on the south-east end of 
the northern-most island, and h good 
anchorage on the same side, 
Just 
through the passage b6tween them. Ho 
had often sailed right round both these 
islands, he said, ani frequently used 
to take shelter in the strait between 
them. 
He also mentioned the great 
kelp-bed at the northwest extremity 
of the northern island, and said that 
the foliage noticed on the top of the 
latter was a stunted growth of some 
shrub. 
For many years he had sailed 
in /hose latitudes as a fur-sealer and 
whaler, and It was in the course 
of 
these voyages that he visited the Au- 
roras. 


In face of the testimony of the many 
old-time navigators, somewhat 
con- 
filctlng though it is, and the evidence 
of these ^two modern seamen, what is 
one to think? 
Do the Aurora Islands 
actually exist, in spite of Weddell's re- 
port, or are they but figments of the 
sailor's imagination, born, perchance, 
of long and anxious vigils in the treach- 
erous, ber,j-bestudded waters of 
the 
lonely Southern Ocean?—The

POTATOES. 


Europe Demands Tubers Which 
Dif- 


fer From Our Standard. 


It is surprising to learn from so 
authoritative a source as the Cornell 
Agricultural College Bulletin that tho 
quality of potatoes, as measured by 
European standards, is entirely differ- 
ent from the American estimate. 


In the United States a tuber of 
starchy fiavor, white 
and 
floury 
in 
color, and above 
all, 
mealy 
when 
cooked, represents the epicure's esti- 
mate of perfection. In France, on the 
other hand, 
a potato 
retaining 
its 
original form, yellowish In color, and, 
almost unbelievable, soggy after boil- 
ing, is desired. 


In this country different sections 
have their preferences. 
In the North 
light yellow or whitish-skinned tubers 
are often preferred, while in the South 
a pink skin is liked best. 
Generally 
a more or less netted, skin, with a 
corklike appearance or touch, is pre- 
ferred to a smooth, cl£ar skin. 


Of course, tubers with deep eyes 
and irregular form are avoided, while 
those of oval, fiat-round and elongated 
oval shape are considered desirable. 
Experimental work has been 
under 
way for several years looking to a de- 
termination 
of 
the - causes for the 
presence 
or 
lack 
of good cooking 
quality in tubers, and enough work 
has been done to show that the depth 
and time of planting and the charac- 
ter and drainage of the ground have 
much to do with 
quality, 
which 
is 
naturally dependent in a great de- 
gree upon variety. 


Nevertheless, any variety of potato, 
planted in ground with good drainage, 
will yield a very different tuber from 
a table estimate from that produced 
by planting identical seed in poorly 
drained soil.

China—Value cf Tea Dust. 


Tea, cot from the leaves, but from 


the flowers alone cf the plant, is rarely 
encountered, in commerce. The petals, 
stamens, etc., are sun dried, and the 
resulting tea is of a rich, deep brown 
hue of peculiarly delicate odor, and 
gives a pale amber colcrsd 
infusion 


rather more astringent in. taste than 
that from the average fair grade leaf. 
The taste for it is an acquired one, 
and even if this tea could be made 
commercially posible it 
is - doubt- 


ful if it would ever become popular. 


The American sea trade could' ad- 


vantageously take a suggestion 
from 


the brick tea of the Far East. In our 
country, the tea dust, some of which 
is of good quality, is not properly 
utilized. In Europe it is a regular 
article of trade, and it is advertised 
and sold as tea dust. In America It 
is sold to thousands of cheap restau- 
rants, who make from it the mixture 
of tannic acid, sugar and boiled milk 
which they sell as "tea."' If, as in the 
Orient, this dust were compressed 
into bricks, good tea could be made 
from It, and the product would find a 
ready market through the multitude 
of uses for which it is adapted. A be- 
ginning in this 
direction has been 


made by the Pinehurst tea estate in 
South Carolina, and in Europe simi- 
lar advances have been inaugurated. 


The virgin tea (hiepjcki-ehi), so 


called from its use at Chinese wed- 
dings, is the sun dried ^eaf intact, 
tied up with three strands of colored 
silk. 
After infusion, these fagotlike 


little bundles are pickled in linezar 
and used as salad. This tea is scid 
in especially handsome silk covered 
and glass topped boxes. 
The rarest 


of ail teas, and one that has never 
been known to reach this country, is 
2. naturally sweet tea, produced in 
western China on a very limited scale. 
Its culture Is centuries old, and the 
secret jjas keen jealously guarded from 
generation to generation. 
The sac- 


charinity is probably due to grafting } 
and years of patient study and care, 
such as only the small Chinese tea 
farmer is capable of bestowing.—Sci- 
.entific American.

[The old-time charts of tho Southern Atlantic ohowed, some five hundred 
miles east of Cape Horn, a group of islands known as the Auroras, which had 
been reported by numerous vessels, including a Spanish Government survey­ 
ing ship. Tho British Admiralty, however, after searching for tho group in 
vain, declared that thoy had no existence and erased them from its maps. 
Below will be found tho strange story of a wi-11-known Liverpool navigator, 
Captain D. H, Hatfield, who declares that ho and tho crew of tho barque 
“Gladys,” saw those “non-existent” islands in 1892. Tho captuin’s narrative 
gives rise to a most interesting probkm.j 
gives 


There are but few regions of the 
land surface of the globe which havo 
not been pretty thoroughly explored, 
and those geographical details which 
are still lacking are being added little 
by kittle by adventurous travelers. The 
science of hydrography, however—the 
mapping of the oceans—presents far 
greater obstacles than geography, for 
it deals not only with the surface, but 
with the concealed depths and currents 
of the seas; and these are very diffi­ 
cult to locate, there being no stable 
marks in many cases by which a ship 
traversing \ihe trackless waste 
of 
waters can fix with precision tho po­ 
sition of a-ny newly discovered reel* or 
island. 
All that can be done when a 
passing vessel detects some unrecord­ 
ed rock or shoal is to note in the leg- 
book, as nearly as may be, tho appar­ 
ent position of the ship at the time; 
though if she has encountered a storm, 
or been driven out of her course by 
currents during a calm or by being en­ 
tangled in drifting ice, the reckoning 
is apt to be’unreliable. 
So it happens 
that on the Admiralty charts one may 
occasionally find two or three doubt­ 
ful indications with a note appended: 
•‘Reported position o f ----- reef.” Such 
approximate positions have been thus 
marked down provisionally from time 
to time on the reports of passing ships, 
until the exact locality of the danger 
«hall have been scientifically ascer­ 
tained. 


Little, however, as the charts of the 
present day leave to be desired as to 
accuracy, the following narrative, tak- 
down as nearly verbatim as pos­ 
sible from the lips of a sea-captain who 
vouches absolutely for its truth, shows 
that there are many most interesting 
hydrographic problems still 
to 
bo 
solved. 
In this case the problem con­ 
cerns the position, or rather the exist­ 
ence, of a group of islands know»n as 
the Auroras, and situated, according 
to the old navigators in the Southern 
Atlantic Ocean. 
For anyone who may 
desire to inquire more exactly into tho 
technicad side of the narrative, it may 
be mentioned that details will be found 
recorded in the Liverpool Journal of 
Commerce for the year 1892. 


Formerly the 
old 
charts 
of 
the 
Southern Atlantic were marked with' 
certain islands called the Auroras, ly­ 
ing somewhere about five 
hundred 
miles east of the dreaded Cape Horn, 
and a description of their appearance, 
as given by those who had sighted 
them, was set down in the handbooks 
and sailing directions for the 
South 
Atlantic under tho heading “Doubtful 
Islands and Shoals/' 


The following is a summary of the 
«arliest reports concerning tho mys­ 
terious isles. In 17G2 the ship Aurora, 
returning from Lima, passed two isl­ 
ands thirty-five leagues to the eastward 
of the Malvinas (Falklands). “Thoy 
bore north-east and south-west of each 
other, distant from two and a half to 
three leagues. 
The easternmost one 
was the smaller of the two and a reef 
extended between thm, but with a 
clear passage, through which the Aur­ 
ora sailed, 
Tho westernmost one was 
from five to six miles in extent from 
south to north. 
Their sides were in­ 
accessible, and no bay could be seen.” 
In 1774 the Aurora again reported hav­ 
ing m et with two islands in these lat­ 
itudes, 
Five years later islands were 
seen, but no position determined, by 
the Pearl, In 1790 the Dolores report­ 
ed similarly, and in the same year the 
captain of the Princess, of the Royal 
Philippine Company, stated that he 
had sighted the islands and ascertained 
that east-south-east of them, 
about 
eleven miles distant, was a bank or 
shoal. In consequence of these reports 
the Spanish corvette Atrevida was dis­ 
patched in January, 1794, to the local­ 
ity to fix the position of these unchart­ 
ed islands, whoso position was uncer­ 
tain to the extent of twelve or fifteen 
minute3 of latitude and seven degrees 
of longitude. 
Sailing from the Falk­ 
lands on the 11th at daybreak on the 
ICth two large pyramidal banks 
of 
Bnpw and ice were sighted, but fog 
and bad weather prevented nearer ap­ 
proach. On the 21st, however, the ship 
sailed up to and coasted along what 
was described as Ma great mountain, in 
form of a tent, divided into two parts, 
the eastern extremity white and the 
western very dark, but covered with 
snowy band. 
Sailing along the west­ 
ern side within a mile it presented the 
appearance of a sharp rock trending 
north and south. 
The southern part 
being exposed to freezing winds is at 
that time of the year covered with 
snow; but the winds on the north-west 
point being i..ure temperate and moist, 
the land is * * i i 1 e . Tl * * - vii®* 
stood

morning another island was seen. The 
position was set down rwspreUvely as 
JailW-de fifty-three degit-es flfuen m in­ 


utes twenty-two seconds south, longi­ 
tude fortyseven 
degrees 
fifty-seven 
minutes fifteen seconds west, and lati­ 
tude forty-seven 
degrees 
fifty-seven 
twenty seconds south, longitude forty- 
sevc.ii degrees fifty-five minutes fif­ 
teen seconds west* On the 27th a third 
island was sighted, wliiclx need not be 
referred to. 


The discrepancies in the various ac­ 
counts are very great, without taking 
into account the variations in the pre­ 
sumed positions, which in longitude 
amounts to one degree eleven minutes 
—which in those regions is equivalent 
to forty-two miles. One suggestion is 
that the two peaked islands seen by the 
Atrevida must have been the Shag 
Rocks, which lie almost in the same 
latitude, but with a difference of six 
degrees of longitude—too large an er­ 
ror to be considered, if it were not that 
such errors have often occurred from 
assuming different, meridians. 


In order to verify these accounts and' 
ascertain the exact position of the Au­ 
roras in the interests of navigation, 
Captain Weddell, in 1820, made a care­ 
ful search, and for five or six days 
sailed to and fro in the region in 
which they were supposed to lie, but 
in vain—not a trace of the islands 
could be discovered; and although In 
185U the Helen Baird reported that in 
latitude fifty-two degree^ forty minutes 
south, longitude forty-eight degrees 
twenty minutes west, a large and small 
island were seen about eighteen miles 
away, and subsequently two others to 
the northward, the authorities have 
definitely concluded that there is not 
sufficient satisfactory evidence for re­ 
taining the name of the Aurora Isl­ 
ands on the charts of the South At­ 
lantic. 


The illustration next 
reproduced 
shows a position of a chart, dated 1880, 
bearing the last reference to them be­ 
fore their official erasure. 
The Ad­ 
miralty note reads; 
“Aurora Islands, 
from Spanish charts (Have no exist­ 
ence).M 
Captain Weddell 
suggested 
that ice drifting from the southward 
may have packed about the base of the 
Shag Rocks, leaving only their peaks 
showing above the snow and ice 
on 
the south side, and so altering their 
appearance that they could not be rec­ 
ognized and identified. Another theory 
is that an extensive bank of irregular 
soundings exists at a point where a 
large kelp bed has been more than once 
reported, and that immense icebergs, 
grounding here, have been mistaken 
for land. 


These bergs, it should be explained, 
are frequently loaded with blocks of 
stone, gravel, sand and mud, and have 
at times been taken for Islands by the 
most practised Arctic and 
Antarctic 
voyagers, who have not been convinced 
of their true character until they had 
approached very close, or have act­ 
ually landed on them. If this hypoth­ 
esis is true It would account for the 
discrepancies noticeable in the descrip­ 
tion of the shape, size and even the 
number of the Aurora Islands. On the 
other hand, Captain D. H. Hatfield, of 
Liverpool, points out that at the sea­ 
son of the year when Captain Weddell's 
ship reached these latitudes the real is­ 
lands would have been covered yith 
ice and snow, and so, if sighted, would 
have been taken for icebergs by tho 
latter, as bergs are frequently met in 
these seas at that time of the year, 
and sometimes very much later, as will 
appear in due course. 
Captain Hat­ 
field’s own account of his glimpse of 
the Aurora Islands—officially declared 
to havo no existence—is so explicit 
and detailed that it raises the whole 
question anew, 
But let me tell his 
strange story as he told it to me. 


It was during the last days of May, 
1892, when the Bristol barque Gladys, 
owned by Messrs. Shaw, Savill, 
and 
Co., of London, and commanded by 
Captain D. H. Hatfield, left Iquique, 
on the west coast of South America, 
homeward bound. A little earlier there 
had preceded her a large four-masted 
sailing ship of the Watson line, of 
Glasgow, bound from San Francisco to 
Hamburg, 
This vessel never reached 
her destination, but was last sighted 
after she had rounded Cape Horn some 
time previous to the arrival of the 
Gladys in those waters. 
^ 


After passing Cape Horn tne Gladys 
stood on an easterly course, hoping to 
pick up the south-east trade wind. Sho 
had reached the neighborhood of the 
supposed position of the Aurora Isl­ 
ands when, ajt daylight on 
Sunday 
morning, the 2Cth of June,* land was 
reported ahead by the chief officer. On j 
going on deck Captain Hatfield saw | 
plainly enough what appeared to be a 
bold headland about tw eiu miles aw«y, 
somewhat u*>‘in. :iii^ Gape Clear in 
...ape, bn» perhaps higher. The ship's 
head was promptly brought as Jar 
north a? the wind >YouJd allow, which 


enabled her to give this unexpected 
land a sufficiently wide berth. 
Wiàeü 
first seen there appeared to be a single 
long island, perhaps twenty miles in 
length, but on nearer approach It wai 
perceived that there were two islands, 
separated by a sound some two or three 
miles wide, and bearing north-west 
and south-east. 
Both islands seemed 
nearly of the same height and appeared 
of a grey sandy tint, and barren, re­ 
sembling the coast of Chile; but the 
more northerly island had a hump on 
Its .north-west end and another about 
tho middle, with a growth of low trees 
or bushes on the high, fiat top. 
The 
northern end of the bluff was steep and 
overhung considerably. No beach was 
visible; the sea beat right at the foot 
of tho cliffs. The more southerly isl­ 
and pointed from south-south-east 
to 
north-north-west, and seemed to be 
about three times as long as it was 
broad, but was, of course, farther away 
from the ship. 


Tho Auroras having been 
erased 
from the Admiralty charts of that date, 
the ship had come nearer to their sup­ 
posed position than would otherwise 
have been the case, and the course tho 
Gladys was steering brought her about 
three nautical mile3 of the north-west 
end of the northern island, when she 
passed close to a great bed of 
kelp 
which stretched from three to five miles 
from the shore. This kelp was of im­ 
mense size, the fronds floating on the 
surface of the water being fully fifty 
feet in length and like palm leaves; 
their roots were probably anchored to 
the rocky bottom some fifteen fathoms 
below. This very kelp-bed, as I have 
mentioned, was referred to In the old 
Atlantic handbooks. 


At the time the Gladys passed them 
the islands were quite free from ice 
or snow, and the weather was perfect­ 
ly clear. 
Some three days or so later 
the ship, which was then on a north­ 
erly course, fell in with a strong breeze 
on the port side, north and west, and 
met with a great fleet of icebergs reach­ 
ing some five hundred miles to the 
north. 
They were of every size, from 
low masses almost awash to towering 
bergs of immense height and extent. 
The vessel was five days 
and 
five 
nights picking her way with the utmost 
caution through the drifting monsters. 


Fortunately she was well 
manned 
and could be easily handled, for al­ 
though every precaution was 
taken 
and she was hove to each night with 
topsails to the mast, drifting loose with 
the ice, yet one night she was in great 
danger. 


While lying between two Immense 
bergs about five miles apart, with her 
head towards the weathermost one, It 
became evident after some hours that 
the berg to windward was drifting more 
rapidly than the ship, probably drawn 
by a deep ocean current taking effect 
on the submerged part of the ice, which 
is generally said to be twice as deep as 
the height of the 
floating 
portion. 
Drifting steadily onward, it approached 
dangerously close to the ship, but all 
hands tumbled up and made sail on the 
barque till she gained the weather 
side of the berg, when the Gladys was 
allowed to drift in its wake till day­ 
light. 
Some of these enormous ice- 
masses stood from five hundred to a 
thousand feet above the surface of the 
water, and were from three to ten miles 
long. 


On the fifth day the Gladys met with 
a line of huge bergs extending in a 
north-east to west-south-west direction 
whose northern ends made them look 
just like a column of battleships with 
passages between each, as far as the 
eye could reach. One of 
these 
vast 
ice-masses, 
about ten 
miles 
long, 
showed two flat levels 
at 
different 
heights, tho upper one rising about 
three hundred feet sheer 
from 
the 


% 


water. The ship passed close by the 
west and north-west sides of this, and 
to their horror Captain Hatfield and 
his men saw, on the lower terrace, the 
bodies of five men lying in different 
positions. 


It was evident that they had been 
keeping a regular look-out for a beaten 
track was plainly discernible along the 
sloping face of the upper terrace, while 
on the south side, in the ice wall which 
connected the higher and lower ter­ 
races, was an ice-cave with a tarpaulin 
stretched across its mouth where the 
poor fellows had taken refuge. One 
body lay outside of this, while the 
other four lay exposed on the terrace. 
The castaways must have reached this 
portion of the berg by climbing up 
from the south-east side, which sloped 
gently upwards from the water. 


About fifteen miles to the southward 
of this berg a boat was observed lying 
on a half-submerged cake of ice about 
half an acre in area. The vessel passed 
within fifty yards of it, but no name 
could be read, for something had ap­ 
parently fallen on the boat from afcove 
and crushed Jt; it lay burst open length 
wise, so that only the inside of 
the 
sheathing was visible, 
It seems very 
probable that the bodies noticed on 
the berg may have been some of the 
crew of the missing sailing ship prev­ 
iously referred to, and the boat may 
have belonged to it likewise. In these 
far-off, perilous seas there is little hope 
that survivors of a disaster would have 
a chance of rescue, or that any ex­ 
planation of the mystery will ever be 
forthcoming. 


But to return to the mysterious Au­ 
roras. In addition to his personal ex­ 
perience Captain Hatfield mentions a 
further corroboration of the existence 
of the group. 
Several years after the 
voyage described he was in New York, 
and in a shipbroker’s office in South 
Street met with a New Bedford whaler 
who was a “Sound'* pilot at that time— 
a man of great experience 
in 
the 
Southern seas, who went by the name 
of "Ned.” 


It* conversation with this mariner 
Captain Hatfield made reference to the 
qu 
;»>n of the existence of the Au­ 
roras. 
Captain “Ned" at once said he 
was absolutely certain of their exist- 


ence and identity, for he had actually 
landed on them several times; he know 
a water-place on the south-east end of 
the northern-most islatid, and & good 
anchorage on the same side, 
just 
through the passage between them. Ho 
had often sailed right round both these 
islands, he said, a n l frequently used 
to take shelter in the strait between 
them. 
He also mentioned the great 
kelp-bed at the northwest extremity 
of the northern island, and said that 
the foliage noticed on the top of the 
latter was a stunted growth of some 
shrub. 
For many years he had sailed 
in ¿hose latitudes as a fur-sealer and 
whaler, and it was in the course 
of 
these voyages that he visited the Au­ 
roras. 


In face of the testimony of the many 
old-time navigators, somewhat 
con­ 
flicting though it is, and the evidence 
of these #two modern seamen, what is 
one to think? Do the Aurora Islands 
actually exist, In spite of Weddell’s re­ 
port, or are they but figments of the 
sailor's imagination, born, perchance, 
of long and anxious vigils in the treach­ 
erous, berg-bestudded waters of 
the 
lonely Southern Ocean?—The 
Wide 
World Magazine. 


TASTE IN POTATOES. 


Europe Demands Tubers Which Dif­ 
fer From Our Standard. 


It is surprising to learn from so 
authoritative a source as the Cornell 
Agrjcultural College Bulletin that the 
quality of potatoes, as measured by 
European standards, is entirely differ­ 
ent from the American estimate. 


In the United States a tuber of 
starchy flavor, white and 
floury 
in 
color, and above 
all, 
mealy 
when 
cooked, represents the epicure’s esti­ 
mate of perfection. In France, on the 
other hand, 
a potato 
retaining 
its 
original form, yellowish In color, and, 
almost unbelievable, soggy after boil­ 
ing, is desired. 


In this country different sections 
have their preferences. 
In the North 
light yellow or whitish-skinned tubers 
are often preferred, while in the South 
a pink skin Is liked best. 
Generally 
a more or less netted« skin, with a 
corklike appearance or touch, is pre­ 
ferred to a smooth, ctear skin. 


Of course, tubers with deep eyes 
and irregular form are avoided, while 
those of oval, flat-round and elongated 
oval shape are considered desirable. 
Experimental work has been under 
way for several years looking to a de­ 
termination 
of 
the • causes for the 
presence 
or 
lack 
of good cooking 
quality in tubers, and enough work 
has been done to show that the depth 
and time of planting and the charac­ 
ter and drainage of the ground have 
much to do with 
quality, 
which 
is 
naturally dependent in a great de­ 
gree upon variety. 


Nevertheless, any variety of potato, 
planted in ground with good drainage, 
will yield a very different tuber from 
a table estimate from that produced 
by planting Identical seed in poorly 
drained soil.

TEA FROM THE FLOWERS. 


Naturally 
Sweet 
Tea 
of 
Western 
China—Value cf Tea Dust. 


Tea, not from the leaves, but from 
tho flowers alone of the plant, is rarely 
encountered in commerce. The petals, 
stamens, etc., are sun dried, and the 
resulting tea is of a rich, deep brown 
hue of peculiarly delicate odor, and 
gives a pale amber colored 
infusion 
rather more astringent in taste than 
that from the average fair grade leaf. 
The taste for it is an 
acquired 
one, 
and even if this tea could be 
made 
commercially 
posible 
it 
is 
doubt­ 
ful if it would ever become popular. 


The American sea trade could’ ad­ 
vantageously take a suggestion 
from 
the brick tea of the Far East. 
In our 
country, the tea dust, some of which 
is of good quality, 
is 
not 
properly 
utilized. 
In Enrope it 
is 
a 
regular 
article of trade, and it is advertised 
and sold as tea dust. 
In America it 
is sold to thousands of cheap restau­ 
rants, who make from it the mixture 
of tannic acid, sugar and boiled milk 
which they sell as “tea.” If, as in the 
Orient, this 
dust 
were 
compressed 
into bricks, good tea could be made 
from it, and the product would find a 
ready market through the multitude 
of uses for which it is adapted. 
A be­ 
ginning in this 
direction 
has 
been 
made by the Pinehurst tea estate in 
South Carolina, and in Europe simi­ 
lar advances have been inaugurated. 


The virgin' tea (biepjcki-chij, so 
called from its use at Chinese wed­ 
dings, is the sun dried -leaf intact, 
tied up with three strands of colored 
silk. 
After infusion, these fagotliko 
little bundles are pickled in \iuegar
